The league DH average was .257 compared to the pitchers’ average of 145. 
In 1972, They produced 1917 hits, virtually four times more than the pitchers 
last year, five times as many runs and 207 more home runs. 

They contributed a marked increase in action with 12 percent of the 
league's total hits against four percent by the pitohers in 1972. They drove In a 
run every seven at bats compared to one in 20 by pitchers and homered once in 
33 at bats compared to the pitching output of one in 217 times at bat a year ago. 

The DH strikeout ratio was 16 percent to the 1972 ratio of 37 percent for the 
pitchers.

His only 
decision was a complete game against Kansas City on Sept. 11 in which he 
held the slugging Royals to only 5 hits and a run in a 3-1 win, In two relief ap- 
pearances, he allowed only 1 hit and 1 run in 3.1 innings. Prior to coming to 
Oakland, Glenn saw action in 29 games for the Tucson Toros (PCL), 
establishing an 18-8 chart with 2 3.50 era (4th best in the league). He led the 
league in games won, picked up a save in his only reliel appearance, and was 
picked for the PCL-Eastern Division All-Star ‘eam.

Captain Sal had the best season in his career in 1973, hitting .288 and playing 
in every game of the season (third time in career), His 499 slugging average 
was 4th tops in the league as was his 98 RBI's. He poled 29 home runs (third 
highest in league), 32 doubles (career high and tied for league lead), scored 97 
runs (fifth in the league) and had 295 total bases (league leader). Sal's 170 hits 
Was 1 shy of his one season career hign and was 7th best in the league. On the 
road, Sal hit .326 in 81 games. He had a torrid 2nd halt of the season as he hil 
322 after the All-Star break with hits in 44 of the 64 games. He had a 10 game 
hitting streak, and during a 3-game stand in Kansas City, Sal had 10 hits in 13 
at bais. He had 7 consecutive hits an 8/31 and 9/1 which included 3 homers, 2 
doubles, 7 ABI and 6 runs. He had @ 12-game stretch from 8/29 through 9/10 
When he hit safely in 11 contests going 27 for 54 with 15 runs, 6 doubles, 1 
tiple, 17 RBI and 3 home runs. Bando wrapped up the regular season with 16 
RBI and 4 home runs in his last 15 games. in post season play, Sal's batting 
average did not reflect his contributions as he hit only -167 in the playoffs and 
231 in Series competition. but he had 3 RBI and 2 home runs a.ainst Baltimore 
and 6 hits, 1 double, 1 triple and 4 bases on balls agains! the Mets.

Vida started the 1973 season slowly, chalking up records of 7-S.and 9-7 through 
July. But he reeled off 6 straight wins and 11 in his next 13 decisions to finish 
with his 2nd 20-win year in his 3rd full Major League season. Vida had a string 
of 17 decisions in 17 outings and 21 decisions in 22 appearances starting in 
late June. Second only to Ken Holtzman in complete games for the A’s, Vida 
had 4 consecutive and 7 in 10 games in August. He left before the Sth inning 
only 5 times in his 37 games. His team high of 4 shutouts included a 7-0 white 
wash al Chicago in which he allowed only 4 hits and 1 walk while fanning 7, He 
had another 4-hitter in a 2-0 win against the Yankees. Vida helped set a club 
record for most runs by the A’s in a shutout by allowing only 4 hits ta the 
Royals in a 13-0 rout. Vida fanned 11 in that game, his season high. Two games 
later, he shul out the Twins on 3 hits and struck out 10 in a 3-0 win. All totaled, 
he had 4 four-hitlers and 3 three-hitters. Vida allowed only 30 eared runs in 
102.1 innings over his last 14 games for a 2.64 ERA. He allowed a total of 33 ear- 
ned runs in his 20 victories. In six of his 9 losses, the A’s scored 2 or less runs, 
His .690 win percentage was third best in the league. The 1971. American 
League MVP and Cy Young Award winner had an off season in 1972 following 
a long hold out and contract dispute, but he was the best the year before that, 
He fed the league in ERA and shutouts and was second in strikeouts, cooplete 
games and wins. He hurled a no-hitter against the Twins in 1970 and was the 
starting and winning pitcher in the 1971 All-Star game. Vida was an all-star 
football player as well as baseball player In high school, as he helped lead his 
school to district titles in each sport

Campy had 801 at bats (team high) in 1373, the fifth time in his career that he 
has hit the 600 AB mark. even though he missed 11 games. He missed the first S 
games of the season as a result of his 1972 ALCS activities with Detroit pitcher 
Lerrin LeGrow. He reached the 180 hits plateau for the second consecutive 
season, and for the 6th time in 10 years. His 6 lriples were a team high as were 
his 9 sacrifice hits and 7 sacrifice flies (tied team record). Campy’s 34 stolen 
bases was second only to Bill North (53) and it marked the 9th conseoutive year 
that the road runner has stolen 30 or more bases in a season, His career total of 
454 stolen bases ranks him among the tap 50 players in Major League history in 
that department, and he is the second leading base stealer among active 
American Leaguers. His 50 bases-on-balls tied his career high for a season and 
he placed 9th in the league with 89 runs. Although he had a hot and cold 
season, Bert, at times, was the Campaneris that every one fears. During one 
stretch, Campy had hits in 17 of 20 games, hitting .301. During mid-August, he 
had 3 triples in 5 games and 12 RBI in 19 contests. In post season play, Campy 
literally exploded, hitting .333 against the Orioles as he set ALCS records for 
total bases (14) and most stolen bases in a series (3) and tied playoff records 
for most at bats in a series (21), most home runs in a series (2) and most stolen 
bases in a game (2). During the playotts. Campy led the A's in at bats, runs, 
hits, total bases, daubles, hame runs, RBI and stolen bases. His playoft antics 
did not end with Baltimore as he hit .280 against the Mets with 9 hits, 6 runs, 2 
HP, 3 stolen bases, a triple, home run and 3 REI. Campy was voted as the star- 
ting shortstop in the 1973 All-Star Classic, garnering over 50,000 votes more 
than the runner-up (Patek-KC). He also was tabbed as the league's top short- 
stop by his fellow American Leaguers in the annual Sporting News poll. 
Campy reached several milestones during 1973, including: 6th place on the A's 
all-time list of games played (1375), 2nd place on the A’s all-time list of at bats 
(6608), 8th place on the A’s all-time list of runs (770), Bth place on the A's all- 
time fist of hits (1457), 10th place on the A's all-time list of doubles (223). and 
40th place on the A’s all-time list of total bases (1988). Among his many ac- 
complishments and records are the Major League records for most double 
plays by a shortstop in an extra inning game (6) and most triples in a game (3), 
and the American League records for most consecutive seasons with 50 or 
more stolen bases (5) and fewest caught stealing in a season with 50 or more 
stolen bases (8). In 1964, in his first time at bat in the majors, Campy hil the first 
pitch for a home run. In the 7th inning of the same game, he had another 4- 
bagger to become only the third player in Major League history to hit 2 home 
runs in his first game. In 1965, Bert became the first player in modern Major 
League histary to play all nine positions in one game. He once pitched both 
righthanded and lefthanded in the same inning while in the minors. He led the 
American Leaque in stolen bases in 1965, 1956, 1957, 1968, 1970 and 1972. In 
1968 he led the league in hits (177) and times at bat (642), Led the AL short- 
stops in putouts in 1967, 1968 and 1972

Obtained late in the 1973 season for hitting strength, Vic proved his value to 
the A’s in his 11th Major League season with clutch pinch-hitting, Although he 
ended the 1973 campaign hitting 188, Vic belted a fat 357 (6 for 14) with 2 RBI 
in pinch-hitting duty. Davalillo, who holds the Major League record for most 
pinch hits in a season and most pinch hits in an inning, stroked a clutch, 8th in-

Participating in his first past- 
season contests ever, Ray had only 1 hit against Baltimore, but it was a timely 
2-RBI double In the second inning of the fourth game which not only helped to 
give Oriole ace Jim Palmer an early departure, but it helped stake the A’s to a 3- 
0 lead. He was also responsible for the A's 4th run in that game as he scored 
Gene Tenace from third on a sacrifice fly. Ray led the A's in sacrifices in the 
ALGS with 2, Ray had a 23-game hitting streak in 1970, the same year he led 
American League catchers in putouts and chances accepted and the year he 
Was selected to the Sporting News All-Star team. He had a league high 16 
double plays in 1971

Greenie wrapped up one of his best seasons in 1973 in a Major League career 
that spans 11 years, as he set an Oakland record for highest fielding average by 
a second baseman (988) and had his highest batting average for a full season 
since 1969. Dick had only 7 errors last year. the lowest for him since 1964 for a 
full season, and he shared the club lead with 9 sacrifice hits. Green slammed 
his 4th Major League bases-loaded homer on August 5th at Angel Stadium. in 
the 8th inning, breaking open a 2-2 ball game and giving the A's a crucial 3 
game sweep, During one road trip in late June, Dick went 11 for 19 with 7 RBI 
over 5 games, He had 3 or more hits in six games. On the road, Greenie hit 317 
with 35 RBI and 14 doubles in 72 "away" games. He had one of 3 A's doubles in 
the fourth game of the ALCS, all coming aff Cy Young Award winner Jim 
Palmer in the second inning, The RBI trom that hit staked the A's to a 3-0 lead 
in that game, Although he was having trouble at the plate, Dick made up for it 
in the field with several fine defensive plays in both the ALCS and the World 
Series. In 1970, he led American League second basemen in fielding with a 
sparkling 986 percentage.

His first game with Oakland was a 7.1 inning, 
10-hit loss to Boston after which he rolled off 5 consecutive victories, They In- 
cluded a 3-0 white wash of the Yankees as he gave up only 7 hits and 3 walks in 
82 innings. He allowed only 6 earned runs over a siring of 46 innings (1.17 
ERA) in June. Dave had one complete game in a S-hitter at Chicago as the A's 
came away with a 7-1 win. In that game also, he reached a season high of B 
strike outs, In his 4 losses, the A's scored no more than 2 runs in any contest 
Dave starled 14 games in 15 appearances with Tucson (PCL), going the 
distance in 6 of those games and ending up with an 8-5 mark with one save. His 
83 strikeouts was third on the Toros. Dave made his first appearance in the 
Majors in 1972, and won his first four starts. and five of his first six, beating, 
among others, Lolich and Perry. He made two relief appearances in the 1972

Ken reached a personal goal jn 1973 when he won 20 games for the first time in 
his 8-year career He pitched superbly all season, with an early seasan string of 
7 straight wins and 10 wins in 11 decisions. He did not jose a game in the 
month of May, His 4 shutouts and 2 combination shutouts were a club high as 
were his 16 complete games, He had many highlight games. including a 12-0 
whitewash of the Indians In which he allowed but 5 hits, stuck out 5 and 
walked 0. He pitched a 4-0 win against Detroit with the Tigers getting only 2 
hits and no walks, Against the Angels and their ace Nolan Ryan, he won a 3-0 
contest, striking out 12, He had 3 four-hitters, 2 five-hitters and a \wo-hiiter. Ken 
pliched one-hit ball against the Yankees for 77 innings before having to leave 
the game as a line drive back to the mound richocheled off his elbow. He 
worked in three games over nine innings, A 10:inning complete game and 7-3 
win (6 hits), an 11-inning complete game and 4-3 win (9 hils) and a 12-inning 
appearance in which he allowed only 8 hits and was not involved in the 
decision, Ken won 9 one-run games and wins =16 through #20 were all one- 
run affairs. Nine of his 13 losses were by 2 or less runs, He had 3 complete 
games with no bases-on-balls, and walked more than 2 batters in only 8 of his 
40 games. The ace southpaw is only 1 strikeout shy of the 1200 caraer mark and 
now has 21 career shutauts. He broke Oakland club records for most batters 
faced by a pitcher (1131) and most hits off a pitcher (275) and ne tied the club 
mark for most games started (40) His 21 wins was 4th best in the league and 
his ERA was 6th from the top. Only 4 pitchers in the league started more 
‘games, and only 3 had more shutouts. Ken was honored by his fellow American 
Leaguers by being voted the best left-handed pitcher in the league in the an- 
nual Sporting News All-Star poll, He was picked to appear in his second con-

5 innings, allowing 4 hits and only the one run, He also helped himself 
with the bat as he scored a run on Fellx Millan's error after doubling down the 
{eft figld line in the third, Ken was called upon in the deciding 7th game and he 
came through again allowing the Mets only 5 hits and 1 run in his &1 inning 
appearance. Once again, Ken aided his pitching performance with a third in- 
ning double that eventually brought him across the plate on Bert Campaneris' 
home run. He led the A's pitching staff in wins, games stared, hits allowed, 
walks. hits by a pitcher and runs scored by a piicher during the Series, Since 
coming to the A's. Ken has won 40 ball games and struck out 291 batters, With 
the Cubs, he had 2 no-hitters, a one-hitter, and during 1969, he strung together 
33 consecutive shutout innings and three shutouts in @ row

“Catfish” won 21 games for the third consecutive season las\ year even though 
he missed @ month of the season having been injured in the All-Star game. He 
started the season off slowly, losing his first game and having no decision in 
his next four, He won his next five aut of six including back-to-back shutouts. 
He had a consecutive scoreless string of 27.1 innings. In his five wins from 5117 
through 6/10, he gave up 2 runs in 51 innings. Jim lost a 7-1 game on 5/29, and 
proceded to reel off 13 consecutive wins through 9/5. Those 13 victories came 
in 17 outings and included 7 complete games and 1 shutout. The “Gat” had 2 
three-hitters and a 4-hitter during the 1973 campaign and he threw a 10-inning 
complete game against Texas in September, his only complete game alter the 
All‘Star break. Ten of his first 15 wins were complete games. He led the league 
for the second consecutive year In win percentage (.808), only the third pitcher 
in American League history to do this and only the 9th in Major League history. 
He led the A’s in wins, and set Oakland club records for most seasons winning 
20 or more games (3), most consecutive games won in a season (13), highest 
percentage of games won in a Season, most home runs given up (39) and he 
joined the Major League all-time shutout list with 25 career whitewashes. His 
1377 career strikeouts puts him among the top 100 pitchers of all time in that 
category. He Is one of only 19 pitchers (o ever have 13 or more consecutive 
wins in the American League. His win string kept him from experiencing deteat 
lor 3 months and 10 days, and his 5 losses is a career low. "Catfish" was 
picked to start the 1973 All-Star game, his Sth selection, and he pitched 1.1 in- 
nings allowing 1 hil and no runs with | strikeout before being removed with a 
broken thumb from a smash off the bat of Billy Williams, “Cat” had retired the 
first four batters prior to his departure.

The Baltimore Orioles felt the wrath 
of Hunter in the ALCS as he took 2 wins with a 1.89 ERA, (n the deciding 5th 
game, Jim shut the Birds out, 3-0, on five hits and 2 walks, The Orioles never 
had more than 1 man on ata time and none af the Baltimore runners got pass 
second base The "Cat" kept his perfect World Series record intact with a 3-2 
decision over the Mets in game #3, He gave up 1 run and 7 hits In his 6 innings 
while fanning 5. He chalked up a 3-1 win in game =6 as the Mets could only 
manage 4 hits during his 7.1 inning appearance. “Catfish’s” 2.03 ERA led the 
A's starters in the Series as did his 13.1 innings of wark, “Gatfish” missed all of 
the 1964 season due (a an operation to remove sholgun pellets as a result of a 
hunting accident, In 1968 he pitched a perfect no-hit game against the Twins. 
Winning 4-0, striking out 11, That is only the 11th perfecto in Major League 
history and was the first in the AL since 1922 (regular season), He has won 63 
games while losing anly 23 in the last 3 seasons. Catfish has the distinction of 
never having appeared in a minor league game, spending his entire 
professional career in the Majors

The American League Most Valuable Player, the World Series Most Valuable 
Player, Sporting News Player of the Year and a second World Championship. 
Reggie Jackson had the greatest year of his young career by dominating the 
American League in 1973. He had career highs in batting average (.293), hits 
(158) and he missed tying his career high in RBI's by 1. His 32 home runs marks 
the third time that Reggie has hit 30 or more homers in a season. He led the A's 
in runs (89), homers, RBI (117), sacrifice flies (7 - Oakland record), and was 
second in doubles and hits. Reggie ended the season as the American League 
champ in runs, homers. RBI, slugging average (.531), and in game winning hits 
(18). He finished in a tie for second in total bases and was 10th in batting. 
Jackson opened the season with a 9-game hitting streak and a 378 average. He 
had a 10-game hitting streak in late June when he was 15 for 38 (395). During 
the first half of the season, Reggie had hits in 68 of 98 games and one streak 
when he hit safely in 19 of 21 games. He had 2 or more hits in 48 games during 
the season, In mid-August, he was 17 for 27 (.630) over 7 games and had 3 hits 
in 3 consecutive games. During that same period, he had 6 homers and 15 RBI 
in 8 games, Reggie hit 2 homers in one game five times, giving him a career 
total of 18 times that he has accomplished that feat - the 8th best among active 
‘American Leaguers. He had 4 or more RBI in 5 games and on June 6th against 
Milwaukee, he knocked in 5 runs on 2 hits. He hit 365 in day games with 19 
homers and 58 RBI coming in those 5S games while his average over (he 96 
night games was .251. He hit homers in 7 of the 11 opponent parks, and had at 
least 1 home run against all but 2 teams (California and KC). Reggie hit a 
disappointing 143 jn the ALCS while tying a playol{ record of 21 al bats, but he 
exploded against the Mets in his first World Series hitting .310. Reggie tied a 
World Series record with 4 hits in the extra inning second game, and led the 
A’s with 9 hits, 3 doubles, 1 triple, 1 home run, 6 RB! and spectacular fielding. 
Jackson has moved into 5th place on the A’s all-time list of home runs with 189, 
and he needs only 3 to move into 4th and 21 to move into third, (Jimmy Foxx is 
the A's alltime leader with 302), Reggie raised his career slugging average 6 
paints to an even .500, keeping him in 4th place on the A's all-time list. He ap- 
peared in his 4th All-Star game in 5 years, garnering more votes than any other 
outfielder in the American League. He led both teams in at bats (4) in the game 
‘and scored the American League's only run alter hitting a booming double off 
the Kansas City Royals Stadium center tield wall 390 feet away, He was named 
Southern League Player of the Year in 1967, and in 1968, he led the American 
League in strikeouts, was eighth in slugging average, and fourth in home runs. 
In 1969, Reggie led the league in runs, slugging. and strikeouts, tied for the 
lead in intentional walks, and was third in home runs and RBI. in 1971 he was 
second in the league in home runs and {otal bases, fifth in slugging and led in 
strikeouts. In All-Star play, he is batting .364 (4 for 11) including one of his 
greatest baseball thrills, a 1971 pinch-hit home tun that hit the transformer atop 
the roof in right-center field in Tiger Stadium. Reggie holds several Major 
League and American League records for strike outs, including most strikeouts 
in a 3-inning game (5), and most consecutive years leading the majors in 
strikeouts (4).

Deron proved to be a much needed addition last 
year as he wasied no lime in proving his value. He had hits in his first 7 games 
going .406 with 9 ABI, including 4 in his first game at Cleveland. He had 3 home 
funs by the end of the 7th game, ang 2 or more hits in 6 of his first 12, 1973 
marked the 7th time that the 13-year veteran had 80 or more RBI in a season, 
and he did it in only 131 games with the A's. In 12 games with the Phillies, DJ 
had 6 hits, § RBI and a 167 batting average. In addition. he had one home run, 
added to his 19 with the A's, giving him 20 homers for the 7th time in his career. 
At the All-Star break, Deron had 12 homers and 54 RBI in just 76 games, He ad- 
ded 6 more home runs and 19 RB} in the nexi 25 games which included the 2nd 
grand slam of his career. He had 10 games with 3 or more RBI each including 3 
contests with 4 RBI. After hitting safely in 13 of 15 games in early and mid- 
August, Deron hit an Unbelievable slump going just 10 for 84 for the rest of (he 
season. He had only 7 RB! and no home runs after August 22 Prior to the 
slump, DJ was hitting at a .274 clip with a 9-game hitting streak in June. He hit 
home runs in 8 of the opponent parks with 11 of his 19 4-baggers coming on 
the road, Deran reached the prestigious 200 home run plateau Ihis season, a 
distinction shared by only B3 Major Leaguers prior to the 1973 season, Playing 
in his first ever post-season activity, Deron had only 3 hits and no RBI's against 
the Orioles, but he blisiered the Mets at a 300 clip in 6 games, 3rd behind 
Reggie Jackson and Joe Rudi.

Darold appeared in 50 or more games in 1973, the 7th time in his 7 full years in 
the Majors. His 99 innings of duly was the highest since 1970, and he was a 
starting pitcher for the first time since 1967. Darold's five starts this season 
gives him a total of only 7 Major League starting assignments. His record in 
those five games was 2-1 and included a sterling 1-0 complete game victory in 
Fenway Park in which he gave up only 6 hits. He started out the season slowly 
with a 1-3 chart and 1 save through his first 16 appearances, but he came on to 
pick up 5 saves and a win in his next 10 games as he allowed only 3 eared 
Tuns iy 16 innings. Had @ mid-season streak during which he gave up 6 earned 
funs and 21 hits in 33 Innings over 20 games. Ot his 8 losses, 5 were by 1 fun 
and the other 3 were by 2 runs Darold did not appear in the ALCS, but he set a 
World Series record by becoming the first pitcher in history to appear in every 
game of a’7-game World Series. He could do no wrong as he compiled a 0.00 
ERA in 6.1 innings, picking up 2 saves which tied another Series record, He en- 
tered game #7 in the 9th with 2 outs and 2 New Yorkers on base, and the score 
5.2, A's, He popped the last Mets batter to short, to end the game and win the 
Series. in his rookie year, Darold led the Northern League in strikeouts and was 
named to the league all-star team. In 1970 he was third in the league in saves 
(27), He expereinced a great disappointment in 1972 when he missed all post 
season competition due to a fractured thumb suffered in a freak accident while 
batting the last week of the regular season.

Known as an outstanding infielder and one of (he best at "turning" the double 
play, Ted saw action at second, short and at third during the 1973 season: OF 
the 106 games that he appeared in, he batted in only 79 of them. usually as a 
pinch-hitter, Even though he did not appear at the plate very often, Ted still 
leaned into the ball for 17 ABI, 3 homers and 40 hits while playing in 100 of 
more games for only the 3rd time in his career. He finished the season with a 
877 fielding average at shortstop, third highest in the league, and an overall 
fielding average of 972, Ted's reputation among the American League players 
was brought out this past season when a poll of nis fellow American Leaguers 
placed him as the third best second baseman in the league behind Rod Carew 
and Cookie Rojas.

Pressed into a starter’s role due to Jim Hunter's injury last year, Paul turned 
from short reliever to starter for the first time since 1968, His three starts all 
resulted in losses, unfortunately, as the A’s were shutout in two of the three 
contests, As a reliever, Paul picked up his first save of 1973 in his fifth ap- 
pearance, a 4-2 win over Texas. His alher save came against the Angels in 
Anaheim in a 6-4 victory, Paul entered bath games with 2 men on base, and he 
left all of them stranded to preserve the wins, In his strting assignments. he 
pitched a total of 17.1 innings, allowing 19 hits and 5 earned runs while striking 
out 8. Paul's 28 walks was his lowest total since 1968, and is the second lowest 
total of his career. In an early season string of 35 Innings (19 games), Paul 
allowed only 4 runs (1.08 ERA), He did not appear in the ALCS, but came 
through in the World Series with 3 appearances, a win and a 0.00 ERA. Paul ex- 
tended his Major League record of consecutive errorless games for a pitcher to 
379 over 7 years. In 1972, he led the American League in games.

Bill started the 1973 season as the A’s designated hilter, but 12 games into the 
campaign he won a starting berth in center field, and he never relinquished it 
until injury forced him out on Sept. 20. Prior to 1973, he had played in only 74 
Major League games, but he ended the season as one of the premier out- 
fielders in the league, and ne was tied for the league lead in assists with 14, 
Even with his injury keeping him out of 16 games and his not starting the first 
11 games, Bill was the second best base stealer in the league. missing the title 
by only 1, He had 2 stolen bases in one game on eight accasions, and had 3 
against the Angels on July 4th in which he also had 3 hits in 4 at bats. His 158 
hits was second only to Sal Bando's 170 on the A’s, and his .285 average 
placed him among Ihe league's top twenty in that department. Bill had a team 
high 15-game hitting streak (7/13 through 7/29) which was ended by Jim 
Bibby's no-hitter against the A’s. During the streak, he hit 997 and had 8 stolen 
bases. He hit safely in 105 of the 144 games that he appeared at the plale, and 
had 2 ar more hits in 41 games including a 4-hit, 2 stolen bases night on 
August 18 agains! Milwaukee. Bill had hits in 31 of his last 38 games, hitting 
307, He received 5 base-on-balls in one game against the Angels, 3 of them in- 
tentional, plus he had one hit in 2 other appearances in the 13 inning contest 
He also walked in his first 2 plate appearances the next night, giving the ever- 
dangerous base thiet 7 tree tickets in 9 trips to the plate. Once on base, the 
odds were that Bill was going to cross the plate with another A's run. His 98 
tallys was 1 behind Reggie Jackson's team Jeading figure and fourth in the 
league, In the 54 games atter the All-Star break, Bill scored in 33 of them with a 
tolal of 43 runs. He scored every time he got on base in 30 different ball games. 
All five of his home runs came on the road in five different parks. Bill had a 
string of 24 consecutive games in which he reached first base safely (hit, BB, 
etc), A switch-hitter, he hit 314 right-handed and 274 left-handed. An ankle in- 
jury incurred when he turned to look at a play at home plate while crossing first 
base on 9/20 kept Bill from participating in the ALCS and the World Series,

Jon had accepted a jab as play-by-play announcer at 
Wichita in the Triple-A American Association when the A’s alerted him of his 
new position with the World Champions. Alter graduating from Hayward High 
‘School in 1969, Jon expanded his broadcasting knowledge al the College of 
San Maiso where he majored in Telecommunications. He served tor three years 
as sports director of KESM-TV In San Mates and also did the play-by-play tor a 
weekly series of high school and junior college sports events on KGSM-FM. He 
was sports director for a year and a hal al KFTY-TV in Santa Rosa where he 
broadcast over 150 sporis events. During the 1972-73 National Hockey League 
season, Jon produced and did the play-by-play for 22 California Golden Seals 
telecasts, and for the past year he has been with KMPX in San Francisco. He 
alsa has been hosting a weekly TV show called “Hackey Night.” Jon is single 
and fives in Hayward.

Blue Moon had a slow start in 1973, thereby causing his season totals to be 
higher than they should be, but the second halt of the season was like a new 
year altogether for the ace veteran, Prior to the All-Star break, John's ERA was 
5.83 and his record was 2-9 in 80.1 innings of work. After the Classic, he pit- 
ched 70 innings with a 3-3 chart and a very respectable 2.96 ERA. He had a 
string of 24 innings in August and September when he gave up 4 earned runs 
(1.50 ERA). In his first win on May 12, John struck out 7 Rangers in 5 innings 
and allowed only 1 run while chalking up a 4-2 decision. He gave up a total of 
only 25 hits in his five victories. Moon lost all 3 of his complete games, as the 
‘A’s scored more than 3 runs in only two of his 12 losses. Five of his losses were. 
by 2 runs or less. His 24 starts are the fewest in his career and his 12 losses a 
career high, However his 67 bases-on-balls is his Jowest since 1969. In 18.1 in- 
nings of relief duty, Moon allowed no runs and 13 hits, In the ALCS, Blue Moon 
came through with 5 innings of work, allowing 6 hits, 4 strike outs. and a 1,80 
ERA, John has been in the lop ten in ERA three of the last six seasons. He had 
an operation to remove bone chips from his right elbow following the 1970 
season, and he narrowly missed being fatally wounded in an off-season 
shooting incident after the 1971 season. In his second Major League start, he 
pitched a two-hit shutout against the jeague leading Orioles, Iry 1968, his first 
full season in the bigs, he tied for 9th in ERA in the AL and came back to be 
Oth in 1969.

doe had over 100 hits for the fourth time in four full Major League seasons last 
year, and the second highest RBI tolat of his career, all coming in only 120 
games, as he missed 42 games due to various injuries and illnesses. Joe star- 
ted out slowly with only 6 hits in his first 42 at bats, but then hit .395 over Ihe 
next 8 games {o raise his average to a more respectable 263. Over a 2 week 
period in June, he had 4 homers and 15 RBI in 13 games while hitting 419, Joe 
missed 23 games in late July and early August due to injury and illness, but 
came back slugging as he hi! 366 over the rest of the season (30 games) with 
22 RBI, 9 doubles and 2 home runs (1 grand slam).

He also brought the Shea 
Stadium fans to their feet with his secand spectacular catch in two World 
Series, Joe had (he game winning hit in the first game, singling in Campy in the 
third, the tying ABI in the third game in the 8th, and he scored the decisive run 
in the final game. He also tied a World Series record for most chances and 
Most put outs in left field in one game, both 7. In 1972, he led the American 
League in hits, tied for the lead in triples, was second in runs and doubles, 
third in total bases, fifth in batting and sixth in slugging while being named to 
the Sporting News American League All-Star team. In 1971 he led the league's 
outfielders in fielding with 1 error and a 996 average

Geno had the finest year of his young career in 1973, as he equalled and sur- 
passed many of his career stat totals in just this season. Only faur American 
Leaguars played in more games than Gene as he appeared in 160 contests, 
having been in only 201 prior to the 1973 season, He more than doubled his 
career totals in runs, home runs, RBI, walks, and he equalled his lifetime marks 
in doubles and stolen bases. Gene led the A's in walks and hit by pitch, and he 
tied A's club racords for the most grand slams in a season (2) and sacrifice flies 
(7). He had the dubious honor of hitting into a triple play in Baltimore, but came 
back the next day to hit a home run and knock in the winning run against 
Milwaukee. Four games later he had the first grand slam of his career. Gino 
started the season out right, hitting .306 over the first 10 games. In early May he 
went 12 for 25 with 3 homers and 11 RBI aver 8 games, He continued his hot hit- 
ting in mid-June with a 12 for 28 performance and 6 RBI in 7 games. He relur- 
ned from the All-Star break with hits in 16 of 20 games, On August 20, he had 
two home runs in his first Wo plate appearances against Detroit, but was 
removed an inning later due to muscle spasms in his back and on September 
14, he had a perfect 4-lo-4 night with double, a grand slam and 5 RBI. Gino hit 
at least one home run against every team in the league and in all bul two of the 
opposing parks (Texas and Minnesota), a team high and one short of the 
American League record, His 24 homers was 6th best In the league, He finished 
the season with a 443 slugging average.
